DOOR-BUSTER 

Minneapolis ‘tiny door’ vandal apparently 
caught in the act 


F or now, the case of the street artist 
building tiny doors in Minneapo¬ 
lis versus the vandal dismantling 
them remains in the court of public 
opinion. But someday, it might actually land 
before a real judge. 

Mows is the artist behind a set of precious 
little constructions that recently started 
popping up around the city: Northeast, the 
North Loop, a purple, Prince-themed one 
across the street from First Avenue. 

Through early May, Mows—whose works 
can also be found in California, among other 
places — says he’d built about five dozen 
of the whimsical little pieces, and reaction 
around town has been almost universally 
favorable. 

Key word: almost. Mows’ quick rise to 
tiny-door prominence brought out the 
wrath of an unnamed nemesis, who took 
apparent joy in retracing the artist’s steps 
and dismantling the pieces he left behind. 


For a time, that vandal was then posting his 
destruction under the “@urstreetartsux” 
Instagram handle; that account has since 
been deleted. 

In the caption of one image, the guy brags 
he’d used a ‘‘fiat head [screwdriver]” and a 
hammer to “clean up the rat infestation.” 

Mows estimates this philistine took apart 
about a dozen of his door installations. 

There might be a break in the case, as 
of one week ago. On May 9, a northeast 
Minneapolis business recorded surveil¬ 
lance video of a man lingering in its alley. 
The tape didn’t capture a clear image of 
the man’s face, but did get a few details 
that might help identify him: a white guy 
with a black shirt, slate gray pants, and dark 
hair, wearing a baseball cap, who stepped 
around with a noticeably belabored gait. 

When he left, the alley’s door decoration 
was in shambles. 

But Mows isn’t about to go down without 


a fight. Within a couple days, the business 
owner (who requested anon 5 miity for this 
story) noticed the door had been restored. 

So, does anyone know anyone who fits the 
description and walks with a limp, and who 
would’ve been ambling around Northeast 
up to no good last Tuesday? 

The business says it turned over its tapes 
and screenshot images to authorities, though 
Minneapolis Police Department spokesman 
Corey Schmidt says the department has no 
record of evidence being submitted. 

Even if a positive ID is established, it’s 
not clear what the legal remedy might be. If 
one of Mows’ doors was left on city-owned 
property, or on privately owned property 
belonging to an owner who didn’t ask for it or 
want it, then it technically “wouldn’t be legal 
to put it there” to begin with, Schmidt says. 

But if the piece was commissioned, or an 
unwitting property owner decided after the 
fact he or she wanted the door to stay, then 
it “could be considered damage to property,” 
Schmidt says. If such a situation was deter¬ 
mined, police would try to assess the piece’s 
value based on construction materials and 
labor time, among other factors; anything 
under $1,000 would be a misdemeanor to 
destroy, above $1,000 a felony.

Schmidt says police would indeed inves¬ 
tigate the vandalism of the tiny doors if 
someone has helpful information. Even

“We would welcome the artist to make 
a report if he wants to,” Schmidt says. “He

The Great Man Speaks 

A letter from John C. Calhoun to the people of Minneapolis 


ear citizens of Minneapolis, 

It has come to my attention 
that one of your elected bod¬ 
ies has undertaken an effort to 
remove my surname from Lake Calhoun. 

I joined Congress before my third decade, 
served aside three presidents, orated in the 
U.S. Senate until the reaper’s grip stole of 
me my speech. And lo, I am besmirched in 
your city halls and your popular press as a 
long-dead racist slave-driver who inspired 
the Civil War. A vicious lie! Racism, slavery, 
and defense of states’ rights to keep separate 
classes of men, I accept, and with pride. 

But I am not dead, for my name lives on. 

Should the city retain my name on its 
largest lake, the least it shall do is remake 
itself in my image. My readings of local 
periodicals have informed me greatly of 
the present state of your municipality. It 
possesses many gifts and virtues, though 
I would be evading my duties as a public 
servant if I did not submit propositions for 
improvement. They are as follows: 

The Mississippi River: What a providen¬ 
tial engine of commerce! A capitalist such 
as myself can only imagine the great reams 
of cotton that must traverse this God-gifted 
thoroughfare. However, my investigation of 
the city’s ports finds them woefully under- 
defensed, with nary a single fort or naval 
installation. This leaves its blessed waterway 
vulnerable to invasion from the unpredict¬ 
able, warlike Canadians. At present, your 
city ships at her sailors’ peril. 

Economy: Here again, the city does her 
river a great disservice, having surrounded 
the Mississippi with the same paved roads 
and risen tenements which are, in my expe¬ 
rience, popular only in certain European 


cities infested with freemasons. Each inch 
of this amounts to spoilage of the territor 5 r’s 
fertile soil. 

The whole of it should be destroyed and 
dug up, so the city could assume its place 
as an agrarian power unrivalled along the 
Mississippi. Do not turn your back on Min¬ 
neapolis’ rich agricultural history; farms 
are the future.

Put your 
slaves to work, and watch your balance sheet 
rebound heartily. A miner’s welfare is of no 
concern to the ore, and each death is but 
another minion’s opportunity to embrace 
shallow breaths, and to discover a fondness 
for toil, and darkness, and bats. 

The Mayoralty: I read that a member 
of the fairer sex, one Elizabeth Hodges, 
puts forth herself as a prospective leader 
of the city. Be it muddled farce or bla¬ 
tant radicalism, ’tis in any event a gross 
mistake. 


Women like my cousin and wife, Floride, 
should deploy what few gifts they acquire in 
the home, as a mother, a hostess, and a firm 
but gentle hand with the more refined set of 
slaves. (I shall not even entertain indecorous 
rumors of Mrs. Hodges’ alleged dalliances 
in race-mixing. Suffice to say, a scandal sur¬ 
passing even the Petticoat Affair.) 

Labor: Through all my legion decisions, 
legislative in nature in the halls of Congress, 
and of business, on my own plantations, the 
phrase “fair labor” remains alien. I never 
once pondered a concept so absurd as a 
“minimum wage,” and neither, Minneapolis, 
should you. 

Now, I come to the most important, most 
distressing passage of this letter. The lake. 

As I have become aware, the proud 
Calhoun title graces many structures and 
locales in Minneapolis, counting among 
them a commercial square, where townsfolk 
purchase homesteading supplies such as 
socks and bifocals, or sup meals prepared 
by a famed smoker of meats named David. 

But it is the body of water which concerns 
me most. My frontier scouts visited the site, 
and have reported back a scene of horrors 
I could not have dreamt. 

On a recent sunny day, the lakeshores 
teemed with revelers, a throng which, my 
agents shuddered to report, contained 
numerous acts of homosexual romance. 
This I know to be a crime, and I fear that, as 
occurred with my former friend Wentworth 
Boisseau, they must all have contracted 
the behavior during a visit to the heathen 
West Indies. 

The lake also provided refuge for Mexi¬ 
cans, of the “residue mixed blood” I once 
decried. The lake was also sullied by Indi-

ans, whom I thought we had driven back 
into the forests long ago, and, worst of all, 
escaped slaves.

One spoke in a most course, uncultured 
tongue. “ChiU, bro,” he announced into some 
device, waving my frontiersman away. “I’m 
just havin’ a hang sesh at Calhoun beach.” 

Yet, so long as this man’s sun-kissed mind 
supports John C. Calhoun, Minneapolis, 
I am with you still. I wish only he knew 
whose name it is he defends.E

DANIEL FARIAS DIDN’T REALIZE how bad things had 
gotten until his business was broken into. 

It was the middle of the night when police 
called to say the alarm system had gone off at 
Mi Boleto Travel. Farias drove to 31st Street and 
Bloomington Avenue—just a block off Lake Street 
— at 2 a.m. to check on his business. A window 
had been smashed. But he was equally shocked 
by what he observed on the street. 

“It seemed like a scene from The WalkingDead,” 
Farias says. “There were people everywhere. And 
by people, I mean prostitutes, drug dealers.... It 
was insane. I had never seen an 5 Thing like it.” 


All night Farias kept vigil, watching out the 
broken window as a parade of people dealt in 
sex and drugs, some openly peeing on the street. 

Lake Street’s reputation for prostitution and 
drugs isn’t new. But in the last few years, it’s reached 
fever pitch. Neighbors, particularly in the mid¬ 
town area between 11th Avenue and Blooming¬ 
ton, describe finding condoms ever 5 rwhere and 
witnessing sex acts in cars, alleys, and behind 
bushes. Both women and men say they experience 
unwanted solicitations and harassment. 

Tessa Wetjen decided to move from the area 
last September after she and her husband found 


a prostitute unconscious in their front yard at 
Lake and 15th Avenue. The woman, who’d been 
working their block for a while, was beaten and 
motionless. 

Neighbors say prostitution was at its worst last 
summer. Now that spring weather has arrived, there 
are signs it’s about to get more so. “With some of 
the warmer weather happening last month, the 
activity was definitely starting to warm up,” says 
Corrie Zoll, executive director of In the Heart of 
the Beast Puppet and Mask Theatre on Lake. “Now 
that I have a year under my belt of seeing it, it’s 
obvious how sophisticated these operations are.” 
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W alk east on Lake Street, past the 
Midtown Global Market toward 
Bloomington Avenue, and it’s hard 
to miss the sex trade. Even duringthe lunch 
hour, you’ll find cars idling on the street, 
women lingering at bus stops while never 
actually catching a bus. They walk against 
traffic, making eye contact with drivers. 

A young woman with rhinestone jeans 
strolls along Lake until a car stops. She 
briefly speaks to the driver. Then they’re 
gone. 

On an overcast afternoon, a transgender 
woman stands on the corner of Lake and 
12th. She’s tall, full-figured, hand on hip. 
She wears a lot of makeup, but her skirt 
and a blue sweatshirt are casual. 

Yes, she’s working, she says, and agrees 
to talk. But she becomes reticent when 
a man approaches, looking menacingly 
over her shoulder. He seems to give the 
okay via a shrug, but continues to hover. 

‘T’m just surviving,” the woman says. 
“The street doesn’t judge. Here, you are 
either predator or prey. Sometimes I think 
I’m a predator, but I know I’m really prey.” 

Mary Brown lives on 15th Avenue ablock 
south of Lake. She feels compassion for 
the women who ply their trade in front of 
her home. But she’s also a mother of four 
— all under age 9 — and is overwhelmed 
by having her family surrounded by pros¬ 
titution, drugs, and crime. 

It’s always been a fixture on her block. 
But around 2015, it seemed to grow in 
intensity. “It’s become a constant on our 
corner,” she says. “People loitering, sell¬ 
ing, waiting to sell, and helping people 
to get high.” 

Last summer, the prostitution and drug 
dealing reached an all-time high. “It was 
off the charts,” Brown says. 

She counted nearly 30 women regularly 
working her block. On any given day, there 
were six to 10 walking by or standing in 
front of her house. “They are hailing cars. 
Or they’re standing there waiting to make 
eye contact.” 

The women either hop in cars or meet 
clients in the alley, where Brown constantly 
finds discarded condoms. 

Neither Brown nor her husband is 
certain how to explain the neighborhood 
commerce to their young children. “They 
notice the women and so far we’ve kept 
it under the umbrella of people making 
unhealthy choices,” she says. 

The Browns have attended neighbor¬ 
hood meetings about crime, organized by 
Councilwoman Alondra Cano, but don’t 
feel like the/ve accomplished much. They 
get advice such as calling the police and 
being as visible as they can. But Brown 
feels the pimps have become harder. 

“It seems like in the past, the people that 
have been working our block tended to be 
more friendly or kinder,” she says. They’d 
occasionally even stop to pet Brown’s dog. 
“This new wave is harder and harsher. They 
are more angry, and more confrontational.” 


One night, she asked a particularly loud 
group to move down the block because she 
was trying to put the kids to bed. “And the 
guy’s like. You fucking shut your window! 
We’re not leaving!”’ 

Amber, 18, has worked Lake Street when 
she wasn’t meeting johns solicited on back- 
page.com or stripping at clubs downtown. 

She was molested by her grandfather 
at age 7, which launched multiple suicide 
attempts. When she eventually told on 
him, her father disowned her. 

At 16, she was raped again by a group 
of boys who were never charged. A year 
later, she began to sell herself. 

She was with agroup of friends who were 
in college when she agreed to prostitute 
herself, almost by mistake. “I thought they 
were talking about something else. I was 
just confused. But the next day, I put an 
ad on backpage.” 

Her first pimp gave her just $II out of

the $300 he was paid. She would end up 
working for four different men over the 
next two years. The journey would take 
her from Minnesota’s countryside to Min¬ 
neapolis, where she’d work Lake Street 
making $30-$I00 a trick while waiting 
for online hookups, which paid better. 

“There’s a lot of competition on Lake 
Street,” she says. “Also, there are some 
people you have to watch out for more 
over there.” Rape is always a danger. It’s 
happened to Amber more than once. A 
client pays, then rapes, then robs. It’s one 
of the dangers of the life. 

Minneapolis police Sergeant Grant 
Snyder, who specializes in human and 
sex trafficking, worked with Amber last 
summer, helping her get stabilized. But 
he lost touch several months ago. ‘When 
they get to an age where they get to make 
their own choices, I try to mitigate some 
of the realities of their life, if I am able 
to,” he says. 

P laza Centenario is a vacant piece of 
land owned by Hennepin County and 
leased by the city. It sits outside the 
St. Vincent de Paul thrift store, home to a 
statue of the Mexican General Emiliano 
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Zapata, with the feel of a park. 

‘The plaza is the lipstick on the pig of 
this city,” says neighbor GregLeierwood. 
“It’s a really horrible environment for 
this block.” 

Wayne Bugg, the store manager at St. 
Vincent de Paul, says prostitutes have 
been buying clothes at his charity for 
years. But it’s picked up considerably 
in recent years. He attributes it in part 
to the absence of the undercover MPD 
Community Response Team, which was 
inactive for a year after members were 
caught having sex with prostitutes, and 
the squad was accused of brutality and 
search violations. 

“The Third Precinct had public issues 
with some of the things they were doing,” 
says police Inspector Catherine Johnson, 
putting a polite face on the matter. “The 
CRT was temporarily... ‘disbanded’ is 
not the right word. Essentially what that 
amounts to is that we reconstituted with 
some new officers and a new supervisor.” 

Despite its problems, the unit’s absence 
left crime to flower. 

“Once the word got out that it was no 
longer being enforced to the degree it was 
previously, people felt more comfortable,” 
Bugg says. It wasn’t uncommon to see 20 
people hanging out in the plaza selling 
both sex and drugs. 

In the Heart of the Beast Puppet and 
Mask Theatre, located on the 1500 block 
of Lake, sits near the heart of the street’s 
troubles. Executive Director Corrie Zoll 
says there’s more nuance to the prostitu¬ 
tion around her theater. 

“You don’t see someone hand over 
money and the other person hand over 
a woman,” Zoll says. “It’s a much more 
subtle transaction. There are guys on 
different corners, and it’s much harder 
for the police to arrest somebody.” 

In 2015, when Zoll first took over, he 
made the decision to serve hot cider 
before holiday performances for both 
the audience and people working the 
street, a practice that’s continued. “I was 


trying to get our people to hang out out¬ 
side the theater for the whole show,” he 
says, hoping it would dissuade trouble. 

Zoll stood outside for every perfor¬ 
mance. “After a while the faces start to 
become familiar,” he recalls. “You know 
who is out there dealing and doing busi¬ 
ness. For a longtime, it looked like random 
faces. It was only when I stood there for 
a couple of hours that it slowly dawned 
on me that they all worked together.” 

Zoll says the coordination reminded 
him of volleyball team, roughly 10 people 
working in unison. “Every once in awhile 
they would shift positions. They’d move 
over a block, then all of a sudden every¬ 
body would be on one corner.... It was 
eye-opening.” 

One drug dealer shared his perspective 
on the trade. “He said, ‘Yeah, we’re out 
here. We’re doing some selling, but the 
only people we are hurting is ourselves. 
We are not hurting anybody else. We 
are looking out for the people coming 
to the theater.’” 

The climate has forced the theater to 
adjust by not asking kids to come on their 
own, and changing programming to plan 
more events on the sidewalk to create a 
presence. “If this corner is going to be 
so unsafe that we can’t ask families to 
bring their kids here, then we can’t serve 
these neighborhoods.” 

Junauda Petrus, a pla 5 rwright and actor 
who grew up in Phillips and Powderhorn, 
says strangers have cat-called her and 
attempted to solicit her throughout her 
life. But she also has compassion for the 
working women. “I get tender around 
issues of class and economic background 
and the way the people who are a part of 
it are ‘othered.’ How are we being real¬ 
istic about a long-term transformation 
with community that makes it so women 
aren’t having to be selling their bodies 
for survival?” 

It irks her to hear parents talk about 
how they don’t want their children around 
the prostitution. “Don’t [they] know these 
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are people with children too? They are 
part of this ecology.” 

O ver the decades, prostitution on Lake 
Street has ebbed and flowed, depend¬ 
ing on the neighborhood response. 
According to Joseph Spangler, who 
lives on 15 th Avenue off Lake Street, the 
late 1980s and early 1990s saw the prob¬ 
lems exacerbated by the crack epidemic. 
Neighbors and business groups organized 
with block clubs and revitalization efforts. 
New developments arrived, including the 
In the Heart of the Beast at the Avalon, 
which had formerly been a porn theater, 
as well as the Midtown Global Market, 
which opened in 2001. 

Since then, prostitution and other 
livability crimes have flared up occa¬ 
sionally, Spangler says, but residents 
have re-energized each time. Spangler 
points to the heroin epidemic, which 
spiked several years ago, as part of the 
reason prostitution and homelessness 
have grown. 

Neighbor Greg Leierwood says the 
elimination of ‘‘lurking” laws, which 
tended to disproportionately target Afri¬ 
can Americans, means it’s more difficult 
for police to make arrests. But in the end, 
it’s not easy to enforce crimes such as 
prostitution, where the criminals can 
simultaneously be the victims. 

Leierwood says Councilwoman Alon- 
dra Cano “is very interested in the big 
picture of people being prostituted, and 
dealing with that so as not to have the 
women in and out of jail. It seemed like 
everybody was backing off.” 

Cano notes that while lurking ordi¬ 
nances were eliminated, loitering stat¬ 
utes are still on the books. But these 
laws have their limits. It’s not enough 
to simply suspect someone is engaging 
in prostitution. “The cops have to prove 
with physical evidence that that’s what’s 
happening,” she says. 

Add in the woes of the Community 
Response Team, Cano says, and it was 
like “having a car with only two wheels 
working.” 

Regardless, the problems have been 
building for years. “We haven’t done much 
to address the inequities that contribute 
to heroin use and sexual exploitation,” 
she says. “We are talking about a mul¬ 
timillion-dollar investment.” 

F or Cano, getting at root causes instead 
of “arresting everybody and their 
mom” is the goal. “My stance, which 
has not been a popular stance, has been to 
not continue to criminalize the women,” 
she says. “I’ve been asking for ways that 
we can support the women to get out of 
the cycle that we see here.” 

In the meantime, she’s pushed for cam¬ 
eras in problem intersections. There’s 
also a $250,000 fund that that will go 
toward resident-driven ideas to fight 


crime, and another $75,000 was given 
to groups addressing sex exploitation. 

Pride, a group that helps sex trafficking 
victims, has staffers accompany officers. 

“Some of the women on our staff 
are survivors of sex trafficking,” says 
program director Charisma Smith. “A 
survivor recognizes another survivor, so 
the conversation happens naturally.” It 
allows prostitutes to see that it’s possible 
to leave the life. 

Meanwhile, 3rd Precinct Inspector 
Catherine Johnson says Plaza Centenario 
has her full attention. Cameras have been 
installed and trees trimmed to eliminate 
hiding places. After she took over the

precinct last summer, Johnson directed 
the reactivated CRT unit to focus on the 
plaza and the 1500 block of Lake Street, 
another hot spot. 

Still, it remains a cat-and-mouse game. 
“We had a positive impact of what is hap¬ 
pening on I5th,” Johnson says. “But some 
of that has simply moved to I6th. We try 
and anticipate where these things are 
going to move to, and we do our best to 
follow them to that place.” 

Meanwhile, In the Heart of the Beast 
has hosted a health clinic in its theater. 
Pangea World Theater has teamed with 
Latinos United for Culture and Art to 
hold family-centered arts events, hiring 
musicians and hosting Zumba classes, 
break-dancing workshops, and music 
performances. 

“It’s beautiful how many passersby 
show up,” Alejandra Tobar-Alatriz of 
Pangea. “Some of the people that are 
normally hanging out on the street have 
stopped by for Mexican bread and cof¬ 
fee, or even participated in the activities. 

“As we come in, I always go and intro¬ 
duce myself,” she says. “I tell them we are 
having an event and show them the flyer.” 

“Oh, that sounds cool. When do we 
have to leave?” one person responded. 

They didn’t have to go anywhere, 
Tobar-Alatriz told them. Everyone was 
welcome. “It was very human.” 03

It’s the effort 
of Joel and Suthisa Krupinsi, the latter 
a daughter of Amnuai Khumchaya, bet¬ 
ter known as just “On” of lauded Thai 
restaurant On’s Kitchen. 

Suthisa’s journey has taken her from 
the food markets of Bangkok to her moth¬ 
er’s Minneapolis kitchen, to corporate 
accounting, to motherhood, and now 
to her own professional kitchen. She’s 
led a life as varied and complex as that 
dynamite blast of Miang Kham. 

“Oh my God!” Suthisa squeals as if her 


move to Minnesota were yesterday. “It 
was so cold!” She remembers it being 
early springtime, with little white snow¬ 
drifts still on the ground. 

“We didn’t have coats.” The heat of 
Bangkok was the only climate the 13-year- 
old had known. 

Another thing she had known: work¬ 
ing in the market with her family, where 
each individual family member had a stall 
selling something different, like curry 
paste, galangal, or fish. At the end of the 
market day, they would all come together 
and make a meal. 

Small Suthisa was put in charge of 
mortar and pestle, a difficult and sweat- 
inducing job she hated at the time, but 
is grateful for now.

“We got the coconuts from the tree 
and the fish out of the canal. It was the 
best way to eat. I took it for granted until 
I came here,” she says. 

When Suthisa’s mother. On, arrived 
in Minnesota, she went into the cooking 
business with her sister, who owned Bang¬ 
kok Thai Deli, the Thai dining institution 
on University Avenue in St. Paul. But On 
was a force unto herself and needed her 
own kitchen. She moved down the road, 
and began a business that has been bang- 
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ing ever since. So banging, that Suthisa 
left her corporate job to join her mom. 

“I thought, it’s not that hard. And I 
only have one mom, of course I had to 
help her,” Suthisa remembers. But the 
restaurant world is rigorous. And it was 
hard. Evenings and weekends with her 
husband were a thing of the past. 

What was she to do? Get her own res¬ 
taurant, of course. She had been bitten 
by the restaurant bug, and corporate 
America could no longer cut it. 

‘‘1 didn’t feel like I could be myself 
there.” 

Now she’s doing 
her own restau¬ 
rant, on her terms, 
her way. Her mom 
asked, “If you want 
a restaurant, why 
don’t you just take 
over mine?” 

But, savvy 
woman that she is, 

Suthisa knew that 
a skyway operation 
meant evenings and 
weekends back with her husband, and 
now, their own daughter. Which of course 
means, Miang Kham for skyway walkers! 

At initial glance. Pad Ga Pow appears 
as so many other skyway restaurants do. 
There is a line of steam wells piled high 
with stuff, where you point hungrily and 
get it all scooped into a clamshell for 
under 10 bucks. Choose a combo of one, 
two, or three items plus rice, starting at 
$6.99 and going up a couple of bucks 
with each additional item. 

Those items could include five-spice 
pork, a bewitching cauldron of fatty pork 
shoulder bubbling in a sauce so fragrant 


you can smell it on the street outside. 
Or it could be an exquisite green curry, 
complex as perfume, made with the thick- 
est part of the coconut milk, the way 
Suthisa prefers it from her aunt’s recipe 
back home. It could be their namesake, 
the Pad Ga Pow, which Suthisa tries to 
make with Holy Basil whenever she can; 
the powerfully fragrant herb is difficult 
to come by in Minnesota, and she combs 
the markets for it. 

“I always get so excited when I can 
find it,” she says. But even when she’s 
using the ordinary 
Thai Basil, the dish 
is herbaceous as an 
entire garden, green 
as grass, and fiery 
as your mouth can 
withstand. 

All of this makes 
for some of the most 
imaginative, soulful 
cooking available in 
Minneapolis, much 
less tucked away 
in a plain skyway 
space in the LaSalle building. 

But the truly special secret here is that 
Suthisa (she’s the lone cook, while Joel 
runs the front-of-house operations) will 
happily cook you an 5 Thing off of a nearly 
80-item menu that’s taped up on the 
sneeze guard, which you could easily miss. 

Miang Kham is only the beginning. 
There is whole fish bathed in red curry, 
crispy soft-shell crabs, and fresh young 
coconut drinks. Find the full catalog of 
Thai salads you know and love, and many 
you don’t know but will surely love once 
you’ve tried them. Yum Woon Sen is a 
tangle of slippery glass noodles, fat pork. 


Five-spice pork 
bubbles in a sauce 
so fragrant you 
can smell it on tbe 
street outside. 
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and al dente nubbins of butterflied shrimp, 
with chile lime vinaigrette binding it all. 
A green crown of herbs and a shower of 
peanuts finishes things. It’s like a wonder¬ 
ful little world in a takeout box. 

An appetizer of pork neck, or Kor 
Moo Yang, is fatty curls of meat served 
with a lettuce wedge, more herbs, and a 
sauce potent with chile, fish sauce, and 
toasted rice powder. Khao Moo-Daeng, or

red barbeque pork, is a molded dome of 
sticky rice shrouded in red-tinged pork, 
surrounded by a lagoon of red sauce that 
just about leans into syrup territory. A 
perfectly cooked hard-boiled egg sits 
at the edge of the bowl, cut in half with 
a decorative edge. A light ginger and 
scallion-laden broth arrives alongside 
as a palate cleanser. It boggles the mind 
that it cost under $10 and hit the table 
in minutes. 

Suthisa doesn’t use recipes; she cooks 
by taste and memory. She’s a whirling 
dervish in that kitchen. You have to see 
it to believe it. She’s been teaching Joel 
a few things — “I still have to taste, but 
he does very good” — and no, her mother 
doesn’t come to their restaurant. 

“She’s too busy to eat an 3 rwhere else!” 

Luckily, she taught Suthisa almost 
everything she knows. 03

Director Azazel Jacobs has a laugh with adultery in The Lovers

A S the title suggests, double infi¬ 
delity tale The Lovers happily 
toys with our expectations. The 
latest from writer-director Aza¬ 
zel Jacobs skirts overdone indie tropes 
and, while at times falling short of its 
weird potential, manages a novel modern 
love story. 

The Lovers begins with a shot of a 
woman crying and a man trying to soothe 
her pain. We’re set up for an inevitable 
fall — but when? The movie bounces into 
the present, and we get a proper intro¬ 
duction to the dead-shark marriage of 
Mary and Michael (Debra Winger and 
Tracy Letts). 

The first act sees husband and wife 
awkwardly tiptoeing around each other, 
neither ready to admit unfaithfulness. 
Michael is smitten with an impulsive 
dance instructor (Melora Walters). Mary 


is gaga over an impetuous writer (Aidan 
Gillen). Both cuckold and cuckquean have 
promised to leave their spouse, but to 
date, the trigger has not been pulled. 

These initial scenes feel awkward in just 
the right kind of way, and as an all-seeing 
audience, we can laugh at the lengths 
to which the characters will go to keep 
this unnecessary secret: Mary inventing 
business meetings when Michael’s self¬ 
absorption means he couldn’t care less 
what she’s doing; Michael pretending 
to have drinks with a friend and then 
just hanging out by himself. Why do 
they go on? 

When Mary and Michael’s son (Tyler 
Ross) tells them he’ll be visiting from 
school, both extramarital partners put 
the pressure on to end the marriage. 

Junot Diaz said that infidelity is the 
most piercing betrayal — but here, given 
the circumstances, it appears to be the 
most convenient betrayal for this stagnant 


relationship. Both partners want out and 
the only thing causing them anxiety is 
telling one another. So, what could have 
been a painful climax, were the treachery 
one-sided, offers a happy ending. 

But far from being an end, this is where 
Azazel Jacobs starts really having fun. 

One day Mary and Michael wake up 
next to one another, and a groggy kiss 
thought to be for their paramours inex¬ 
plicably rekindles their passion for one 
another. Now, the cheaters find themselves 
cheating on the people with whom they 
were cheating. 

In recap it sounds sitcom zany, but in 
execution Jacobs differentiates his movie 
and pulls off a tough dramedy gambit: 
seesawing through a mess of ambivalence, 
having a laugh with a serious subject, 
and for the most part staying grounded 
in reality. Jacobs’ use of humor relates a 
sense of understanding, but in its climax, 
the film also addresses the awfulness of

any sexual indiscretion. 

The screws are tightened as the 
writer becomes arrogant and the dancer 
unhinged, and we’re carried to a climax 
where, much like the protagonists, we 
don’t quite know where things stand. 
When their son finally does arrive, we 
see there are consequences to Mary and 
Michael’s actions, and what until now 
seemed like fun and games culminates 
with a fundamental sadness of the two- 
timing experience. 

In the end, Jacobs has one more trick 
up his sleeve, solidifying The Lovers as 
more than your typical indie genre blur. 
It’s a complex romance, situated in such a 
niche place. It won’t appeal to everybody, 
and that’s not a bad thing. 03

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THE POWER OF IMPROV 

Blackout showcases talented black performers

A few years ago, Kory LaQuess Pul- 
lam had a moment of inspiration 
while improvising a scene during 
a class at HUGE Impov Theater. 
He was playing a matriarch to a family beset 
by hard times. “Damn, damn, damn!” he 
shouted, referencing an iconic momentfrom 
the 70s sitcom Good Times. Thinking he’d 
get a laugh from his fellow improvisers and 
the instructor, Pullam was instead surprised 
by silence. “I just kind of looked around 
the room, and it was crickets,” he recalls. 

Aside from Pullam, the only black person 
in the room, nobody knew the reference. 

“I loved [taking classes at HUGE], but 
I saw that there were no people of color 
onstage at all,” he says. “In the audience, 
there were no people of color. At the front 
desk, there were no people color.” 

When Jenna Papke at the Phoenix 
Theater reached out to him about putting 
together an improv show, he already had the 
idea for an all-black troupe. He recruited 
Alsa Bruno, Joy Dolo, John Gebretatose, 
and Andy Hilbrands to join the cast of what 
would become Blackout. In October 2015, 
they hosted their first late-night show. 

By their second show, they were selling 
out the theater. 

Two months after their debut, they were 
wrapping up a rehearsal when news broke 
of the death of Jamar Clark. While police 
shootings had come up in prior shows, “you 
could just feel the whole room be like. And 
now it’s in our town,”’ Pullam says. 

“We just ended up deciding that, in 
everything that we’re doing, we just have

to be completely honest,” Dolo says. Anger, 
frustration, and sadness came up through¬ 
out that week’s show, which stretched to 
two hours. “It almost felt like a town hall 
meeting in a way,” Pullam says. 

Since their debut, the group’s audiences 
have grown increasingly white. Pullam 
accepts that for many of those white audi¬ 
ence members, guilt is likely a motivator. He 
describes it as a catch-22. “I hate it when I 
see someone say we’re presenting‘the black 
perspective’ or ‘the women’s perspective’ 
or blah blah blah. It’s like, how could you 
possibly represent an entire culture or an 
entire race or gender? That’s impossible, 
dude, there are so many different facets 
to people.” 

Ultimately, Pullam doesn’t feel like it’s 
their place to say why people should see 
their show. “You’re here, so all I can do now 
is take advantage of you being here, try to 
get you some nuggets of truth and wisdom 
and levity — or just uplift your spirits for 
a second so you can be kinder and better 
to the next person you see.” 

Since its debut. Blackout has expanded 
its cast, adding nine new members, includ¬ 
ing four women. (Bruno and Hilbrands 
moved out of state.) They hope to inspire 
other improv groups formed by people of 
color. “There should be an Asian equiva¬ 
lent of Blackout, a Hispanic equivalent of 
Blackout,” Pullam says. 03

PauLMN 
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PUNK ROCK SURVIVOR 

When cancer struck Libby Johnson, local scene veterans rallied around one of their own

^ ^ y throat had been hurt- 

\\ /I ing for a few months, but 
\ / I no one knew what was 
X \ A going on. I got passed 
around a lot, told repeatedly that every¬ 
thing was normal, and then on my third trip 
to the ear/nose/throat doctor, everything 
changed.” 

That’s how Libby Johnson found out she 
had HPV-related throat cancer. It was the 
start of a journey into tough treatment — a 
feeding tube, seven weeks of daily radiation, 
two sessions of intensive chemotherapy— 
and an even tougher waiting game. 

‘T cried,” Johnson says, tearing up a little 
bit. It’s the day after the House passed the 
AHCA, and we’re sitting down over tea. 
(She hasn’t been able to drink coffee since 
getting the tube.) ‘T cried and cried. Not as 
much as I thought, but I cried. Not know¬ 
ing, it’s the most anxiety-producing thing 
in my life. You need to function, take care 
of your kids. I focused on my kids a lot. My 
friends just swooped in and picked me up.” 

Luckily for Johnson, among the people 
swooping in were former bandmates and 
friends from the Twin Cities and Fargo rock 
scenes she’s been a part of since she was 
a teenager, including Annie Sparrows and 
the rest of the early-’OOs Minneapolis punk 
band the Soviettes. 

Once people found out about Johnson’s 
diagnosis. Sparrows says, ‘We just started 
working. A close group of her friends got 
together two days later and it was, ‘OK, you 
do the GoFundMe page, you do the Caring 
Bridge.’ I said, ‘I do one thing really well, 
so I’ll get a benefit show together.’” 

Sparrows and friend Carmen Duerr asked 
Johnson what her dream lineup was, and 
after moving past the seemingly impossible 
(Jawbreaker) and the scheduling conflicted 
(Har Mar Superstar, who donated the pro¬ 
ceeds from a separate show), the benefit 
was set in stone at the Turf Club. “Libby 
1, Cancer 0” on May 6 featured a reunited 
Soviettes and a reunited CapitallCapital, as 
well as Birthday Suits and Blood Banks, and 
became not just a fundraiser but a sold-out 
gathering of old friends, some of whom flew 
into town to celebrate Johnson completing 
treatment. 

The story of how Johnson first got 
involved in rock ’n’ roll as a North Dakota 


teenager is just too damn punk for words: 
“Sarah Hassell wanted an all-girl band to 
open for Bikini Kill in Fargo so I bought a 
guitar and we all learned how to play in 
time for the show. Sort of” 

That led to Bombshell, with Hassell and 
Susy Sharp (later of the Soviettes) on bass. 
After playing in another Fargo band, Tokyo 
Raygun, Johnson relocated to the Twin Cit¬ 
ies and was soon playing guitar in Spider 
Fighter with Arzu Gokcen of Selby Tigers 
and Pink Mink. 

Once Spider Fighter ended, Johnson 
settled in with her longtime partner, B. J. 
Thorkelson, had two kids (Arlo, 6, and Astrid, 
2), and went back to school full-time to 
pursue her Master’s in Marriage and Fam¬ 
ily Therapy. With just a couple credits and 
her thesis left, her throat started hurting. 

Johnson came into her treatment better 
informed than most, both professionally 
and personally—she’s worked in women’s 
health, and her mother had HPV-related 
cervical cancer. Even so, there’s been a ton 
of information to absorb. 


“The HPV part of it, they know so little, 
they told me I could have gotten it from 
kissing someone 15 years ago and it just sat 
there until it caused my cancer,” she says. 
“I’ve never to my knowledge been exposed, 
I’ve never tested positive for it. I feel like 
everyone I know has. It’s extremely common. 
There are so many strains, so many facets 
that we don’t know about. We need to be 
vaccinating and teaching our kids that it’s 
much more serious than we were taught.” 

Contrary to popular belief, HPV doesn’t 
only affect women—the majority of fellow 
patients Johnson has met during her treat¬ 
ment have been men. And it’s ubiquitous. 
In fact, the vaccine isn’t even available to 
people over 26 because it’s assumed that 
by that age you’ve been exposed. 

Johnson’s treatment is finished, and 
she and her doctors are hopeful that her 
cancer is too. “From minute one, they 
were confident, saying, ‘We’re going to 
beat this,”’ she says. “Arlo’s teacher told 
me today that she overheard him telling 
his friends, ‘My mom’s better! She can 


lift me up and hold me again!”’ 

But now come weeks of waiting for more 
tests and more results. “I’m not dealingright 
now. I’m frozen a lot. I don’t like waiting. I 
don’t like not knowing. And then the health¬ 
care bill happened, which just destroyed 
me. All these people tossed aside — it makes 
me feel expendable.” 

Two days later at the show, it’s impos¬ 
sible to catch up with Johnson — the Turf 
is just too packed with friends, at the bar 
and on stage. The feeling of community 
and support is palpable, and even with the 
crowd, it’s like all the bands are playing 
for Johnson alone in the front row. Blood 
Banks cover Jawbreaker. Birthday Suits 
and Soviettes deliver with high intensity. 
But the highlight might be the long-lost 
CapitakCapital, who churn out a spot-on 
set of angular punk as tight as the day they 
called it quits. 

“We played our last show here 16 years 
ago, so it’s amazing to reunite for this,” says 
bassist Jacob Sharff “Everyone’s here for 
Libby. It feels like an explosion of love.” 

Johnson makes her way out quickly at the 
end of the night, exhausted but overjoyed. 

“I want to do a lot more,” Johnson tells 
me. “I don’t know what that looks like yet 
with a small baby. I want to get knowledge 
out Vaccination education is very important 
to me, health care is very important to me. 
So whatever I can do to get people more 
access to health care, however I can help 
people once I finally get my degree, I want 
to do make that part of what I do.” 

Johnson plans to donate leftover money 
from the benefit and the online fundraisers 
to other cancer patients and wants people 
to be better educated about HPV. But she’s 
got her own concerns as well. Currently 
enrolled in an individual insurance plan 
through the AC A, she previously had to buy 
into Minnesota’s high-risk pool due to a pre¬ 
existing condition, so she’s understandably 
passionate about the current healthcare 
debate in D.C. 

“I feel really helpless right now,” John¬ 
son says. “Do our representatives get our 
messages? Do they even care? It’s difficult 
to not feel hatred when you feel so hated 
by the people who represent you. I don’t 
see how anyone in support of this new bill 
can live with themselves.” 03

This week, guitarist/composer Zacc 
Harris, among the busiest musicians in 
the Twin Cities jazz scene, will release 
American Reverie, recorded as a trio with 
bassist Matt Peterson and drummer Lars- 
Erik Larson.

Climax 

Has childbirth changed 
my wife’s orgasms? 

^'m a happily married straight man. My 
I wife, who is 33 years old, cannot orgasm 
I through intercourse since we had our 
A last child. Her explanation is that she 
has this constant sensation topee. Now we 
find other means to please her through toys, 
oral, etc. Are there exercises or other means 
to get her to climax through intercourse? Is 
this common from childbirth? 

CLIMAXING LIBERALLY IS FUN 

‘failure to orgasm with penile penetration 
is not a medical condition,” said Dr. Jenni¬ 
fer Gunter, an ob-g 3 m, writer (drjengunter. 
wordpress.com), and kick-ass tweeter who 
practices in the San Francisco Bay Area. “If 
a woman can orgasm with other methods— 
oral sex or masturbation or toys—then that 
means everything is working just fine.” 

As all straight men need to be aware, 
CLIF, only a small number of women—less 
than a quarter—can get off from vaginal 
intercourse alone, aka PIV. 

“Most women require clitoral stimulation 
to have an orgasm, and often the mechanics 
of penile penetration just don’t produce the 
right kind of friction,” said Dr. Gunter. “It’s 
possible that the subtle anatomical changes 
post-childbirth have altered the friction 
mechanics of your coupling.

Perhaps I’m reading too 
much into this, but if you didn’t spot the 
near-CLIT staring you in the face in your 
sign-off, CLIF, it seems possible that you may 
have overlooked your wife’s clit, too. Also 
possible: Your wife wasn’t actually having 
orgasms “through intercourse” before she 
gave birth to your last child. You’re clearly 
invested in climaxing together—just like in 
the movies and pom and other fictions—and 
your wife, like many women, may have been 
faking orgasms to please a male partner. 
Tired of faking orgasms, your wife seized 
on the birth of your last child to explain 
why she “suddenly” couldn’t come from 
PIV alone an 5 miore. 



What about your wife’s constant sensa¬ 
tion to pee during intercourse? 

“That’s something to be looked at,” Dr. 
Gunter said. “After childbirth (and some¬ 
times just with age), women can develop 
an overactive bladder or pelvic-muscle 
issues, and these could be exacerbated dur¬ 
ing penetration, making a woman feel as if 
she needs to empty her bladder. Worrying 
about peeing during sex might be holding 
her back. It might be worth a visit to apelvic 
floor physical therapist and/or aurog 5 me- 
cologist if this sensation to pee during sex 
is bothering her. But if neither the lack of 
orgasm with penile penetration nor the 
urgency to pee is bothering her, and she is 
having orgasms other ways and is happy 
with that, I would be happy with it, too.” 

A woman recently wrote to you that her 
husband could not maintain an erection 
for ‘'more than a few thrusts.” She said 
that Viagra is of no use to them (the drug 
gave him headaches) and she was contem¬ 
plating the pursuit of sexual ajfairs with 
other men who could better serve her needs 
(with her husband’s permission). No need 
for me to rehash what you told her. I want 
to call your attention to a better solution to 
their quandary: Any competent urologist 
can write a prescription for a preparation 
known as Trimix (phentolamine, papaverine, 
and prostaglandin, in various strengths), 
which must be supplied by a compounding 
pharmacy. Or failing that prescription, one 
for a brand-name drug called Caverject. Both 
of these preparations are injected directly 
into the penis—into the corpora cavernosa, 
to be specific—and both effectively enable 
an erection of prodigious size and stiffness 
that will endure for as much as six hours.
